Authorization for use of "other instrumentalities" aside from 


guns, gunners and money, was stripped from the original Flood bill, 
thus'limiting perhaps the president's authority to some extent. 


The second restriction was insertion of a provision against use 


of the war risk bureau to insure ships carrying munitions. 


The hitter provision may bring the whole armed ship and 


munitions questions into the present situation and develop an un- 
pleasant complication when a vote comes. 


Those voting against the report of the committee were Rep- 


resentatives Shackleford and Huddleston, Democrats, and Eepre- 
sentatives Cooper and Porter, Republicans, all of whom filed a min- 
ority report. Representative Thompson also filed a minority 
re-

As the house bill now stands, it provides for granting Presi- 


dent Wilson guns, gunners and $100,000,000—the guns and gunners 
to be used to' 'protect ships and citizens of the United States against 
unlawful attack in their lawful and peaceful pursuits on the high 


The three proposed amendments to strip Wilson of power to 


arm munition ships were voted down as a sop to the entire muni- 
tions ship crowd. The committee report provided against using the 
federal war insurance bureau in insuring ships carrying munitions., 


The next step toward passing of the measure in the house is 


to get a rule for expeditious action. The house may wait, however, 
upon senate action which is not due until late tonight or tomorrow. 


The house rules.committee intends .to'mqet tomorrow/however,'' 


to report out a rule whereby quick action, if necessary, can be ob- 
tained on the bill.'.- '"':'•'... 


The house will doubtless pass the bill in view of the fact that 


it takes away use of the "other instrumentalities" that vague power 
which congress felt might encroach upon its war making rights and 
give the president too great power.

—Appeal to the American 
people to forebear from any 
act of suspicion or aggres- 
sion against aliens, in event of 
war, was made today by the 
Council of National Defense. 


This council, a recently 


organized citizen body, em-

put America's house in order 
industrially, economically and 
individually, declares 
"the 


presence here at this time of 
thousands of aliens is deeply 
and soberly to be weighed." 


W. S. Gifford, director of 


the council, in a statement 
made, "to forestall bitter dis- 
sentions of race arising: from 
acts of passion," said:. 


"The Council of National 


Defense touches the life of the 
nation at practically every 
point. In the words of the 
act creating it, it is charged 
not merely with 'the concen- 
tration and utilization of the 
resources of the nation.' 


"It is its equal duty in 


times of stress to mobilize 
good will within our borders, 
to forestall bitter disscntions 
of race or of individuals aris- 


ing from acts of passion and 
in every way to conserve the 
national unity."

ENROLL WAR FLEET OF 750 BOATS AND FORCE 


OF 10,000 CIVILIANS TO DEFEND NEW YORK 


New York, Feb. 28.—For the 


defense of the New York Naval 
District a volunteer reserve aux- 
iliary fleet of 750 ships and small 
craft and 10,000 civilians to man 
them were called for yesterday by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, assistant 
secretary of the navy.

house. Politically it stands 215 Republicans, 215 Democrats and six 
independents, -Three :o£. the Independents, Raukin, of Montana, 
Kchall of Minnesota; and'Fuller of .Massachusetts, in return for cer- 
tain concessions as to progressive measures, are regarded as sure 
for Republicans, ilartin, oi' Louisiana, elected as a Democratic pro- 
tectionist, is said.to have been won over by promises of a return 
to the tariff on sugar and a promise of a position on the ways and 
means committee. This gives the Republicans 218, just enough to or- 
ganize. The other two Independents, Randall of California, pro- 
hibitionist, and.London, of New York, socialist, are said to be aligned 
with the Democrats. 
The Republican organization committee has 


decided to push .James.. R. Maun for speaker and Lenroot, ol Wis- 
consin, considered the ablest Republican-ill congress, for floor lead- 
er. Ju order to curb Mann, who is objectionable to many R'epubli- 
cans, he will be shorn of much, of-his power as speaker and Lenroot 
.made the virtual leader of the party in legislative matters. 
It is 


argued that while Jlann is objectionable to attempt to defeat him 
would cause a party split that would result in losing all chances'of 
the party organizing the house. A considerable amount of patronage 
troes with control of the house.

Mr. Walter C. Taylor, who:was for some years city editor of
